NETWORK SHOWS. 


ANOTHER LOG REVISION is finished. In 1971 I wrote a log on 


Network radio shows showing details such as dates on the air, 
Sponsors, network, day of broadcast, time of broadcast. Its final 
supplement was written in 1973. It is now completely revised and is 
my most ambitious work to date. About 1600 shows are listed. It is 
set up differently and contains all the major and many of the minor 
network shows (where information can be found). It concentrates from 
1930 to the present. Omitted for the most part are syndicated shows, 
news and religious broadcasts. 

Each show (arranged alphabetically) contains a chronological 
history of changes in sponsors, network, days, etc. Many shows of 
short duration are included for the first time anywhere. Exact 
broadcast dates are put in many instances. Many hours were spent 
searching through various New York Times to get this information. It 
is much easier to read than the original one. This log shows the 
details of the shows while my log on Circulating shows indicates the 
availability of all shows, network and syndicated. It costs $18 (85 
pages) mailed 4th class; $19.50 if mailed 1st class. It is ready now. 
A sample of part of page 1 follows. Everything will be explained in 
detail.
